The new rife invented by Meyhofer, in East 
judging from thé accounts given of it, 

is by far the most destructive desth-dealing 
weapon in existence,and promilses to supersede 
the needle gun, even; chatge and discharge to 
take place almost almultaneously, and it is said 
thirty shete can be fired from it in-a minute. 
At the moment when the barrel is closed by a 
valve, the cartridge is exploded by a small 
kr He. A particular apparatus prevents the es- 
cape of gases unless by the legitimate vent. 
This new weapon weighs only 86 pounds, 
and the barrel has a length of thirty-cia 
inches; the cartridges are of paper, which, 
besides being cheap, cannot expand and stick 
fast in the barrel as wes the case with the 
Amertean rifle tried in St. Petersburg. The 
long arrow-shaped projectile of the Meyhofer 
rifie is fatal at 1,£00 paces, and weighs only 
1-24th of a pound, so thas every soldier in the 
field can carry with him one hundred car-
